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BIOGRAPHY 





With the blessings of a saint, Teja Singh Neote was born in the village of Patar Kalan near 
Kartarpur of Jalandhar District. His family was very poor and relied on farming for their livelihood. 
He was the only son in the family. At the age of seven he went to his village school for four years 
of primary education, successfully passing each class. 


He went to his mother's village, Nadala of Kapurthalla District, and progressed to fifth and sixth 
primary school classes. At this early age, he developed a keen interest in learning about Sikhism 
and studying Gurbani. He had a talent for quickly learning the Gurbani and reciting three to four 
pages of Sri Adh Granth Sahib daily. 


He returned to his village, got admitted to Kartarpur Medium High School and completed two 
years of schooling up to the eighth class. During this time he continued studying Gurbani and 
started studying the Sikh history. 


After leaving school, he learned carpentry at Kartarpur furniture market for approximately four 
years. He continued with his self-teaching of the Sikh religion and understanding the Sikh 
philosophy from Gurbani. 


He subsequently moved to Sakhar City and worked making decorative furniture for five years. 
He worked extremely hard, often for twelve hours a day, and earning a ridiculously low daily 
wage of one Rupee. In spite of these hardships he continued studying Gurbani and started 
associating with the Sat Sang. 


He got married to Pritam Kaur of Khojewali, Jallandhar in 1934. He fathered two children, Tarsem 
Kaur in 1936 and Pyara Singh in 1938. In the same year, he accompanied his father to Kenya with 
the intent to work. His residence was in Bazar Gurdwara in Nairobi. His first year was full of 
hardship having sparse work, living in cramped rooms and unhealthy conditions. At the start of 
the second world war in 1939, work became available in the military. He used to work ten hard 
hours a day with a typical wage rate of 1 Shilling an hour. At the same time he continued with 
his self-teaching of Gurbani along with Sikh religion studies. 


In 1946 he went to India. During the separation of India and Pakistan in 1947 he returned to 
Kenya with his wife and 6 months old son Harjit. He continued working as a carpenter at 
Timsales, and Print Pack Limited. He had three additional children Paramjit, Jaspinder and 
Perminder and lived a simple life that adequately supported his family. In 1972 his wife passed 
away. He retired in 1974 and moved to UK in 1975 where he subsequently devoted his life 
researching Sikh philosophy and history. 


Highlights of his Spiritual Life 


Due to his keen interest in the Sikh religion, he was a staunch Akali Sikh wearing a black turban, 
the kirpan and reciting Gurbani regularly. Through his self-teaching of the Gurbani, he became 
enlightened and realized that the true form of Sikhism is attained through a living Guru. Since 
he was exposed to the Namdhari diwans since the age of seventeen in Sakhar, he became 
increasingly interested in learing about the Namdhari faith. He was blessed with “Holi Nam” in 
1958 during Sri Satguru Partap Singh Ji’s second visit to Kenya from Suba Dasundha Singh Ji. At 
that time, he did not have a stable job and was under a lot of financial pressures. 
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During Sri Satguru Partap Singh Ji's last Hola Mehala celebrations in Kampala, Uganda in 1959, 
he asked Satguru Ji for freedom from poverty. Satguru Ji sadated his desire for material needs. 
From that time onwards, he always had a stable job and earned just enough money to support 
the needs of his family. Since that day his greed for money diminished and his family was always 
blessed with financial stability. This blessing has passed on to his sons who have prosperous jobs 
and careers, and success in business ventures. 


At the same time Satguru Ji blessed him to initiate his interest in preaching Sikhism to the masses. 
He did that throughout his life, without any personal material gains by way of lecturing, 
researching, writings, distribution of recorded religious tapes and personal interaction with Sadh 
Sangat. 


He was a prominent member of the East African Namdhari Sangat, Nairobi and continued the 
same participation with the Namdhari Sangat in UK. He was closely associated with the Namdhari 
Sangat in Birmingham. 


Long before he joined the Namdhari Panth, he used to believe in eating ‘chatka’ meat and 
religiously performed the ‘chatka’ ritual. One day while slaughtering a chicken, it flew away but 
it's head remained in his hand. The blood of the flying chicken got sprayed on his body and at 
that instant, he remembered the following quote from Gurbani:

“lf one’s clothes are stained with blood, the garment becomes polluted. 
Those who drink the blood of other beings - how can their consciousness be pure.” 


From then onwards he vowed not to eat meat and become more devoted to the Namdhari 
philosophy of orthodox Sikh practices. 


Contributions & Recognition: 


He was a highly respected scholar of Namdhari History attaining the tile of ‘Giani Ji’ in 1970, 
which was bestowed to him by Satguru Ji. He is well known for his research, writings and lectures 
on Sikhism all over the world wide Namdhari Sangat Sikh Community and the entire Sikh panth. 


His most notable contribution and now a legacy is the distribution of over 150,000 religious 
Cassettes all over the world including Australia, Canada, East Africa, Dubai, India, Ireland, 
Malaysia, Thailand, UK & USA. To this end he devoted his retired life in making and recording the 
religious cassettes and actively distributing them without any monetary gains.

Finally, a number of his poems have appeared in Satjug paper and he has given religious lectures 
all over the world, including Kenya, UK and Canada. 


On January 2005 he was given the honour by the Birmingham Namdhari Sangat to inaugurate 
the purposely built Radio Studio and switch on Namdhari Radio to go live on air for broadcasting 
on FM Frequency and on the Internet 24 hours a day, for four weeks on Satguru Ram Singh Ji's 
Parkash Utsav, Basant Celebrations. 


He was also honoured by the Birmingham Namdhari 
Sangat on 4th November 2007 on the occasion of 
the Historical Anniversary celebrating ‘150 Year Kuka 
Freedom Movement of India’, for his long standing 
services and contributions to the Namdhari Panth. 


He will be fondly and respectfully remembered by the 
worldwide Namdhari Sikh Community and will be 
sadly missed by all the Sadh Sangat who personally 
knew him and admired his knowledge and wisdom.
